Rules of Administrative Procedure of the Attorney General (IDAPA 04.11.01), to the extent that              

the Rules of Administrative Procedure are not superseded by Oil and Gas Conservation Act; and               

the Rules Governing Conservation of Oil and Natural Gas in the State of idaho (IDAPA

Pursuant to Idaho Code § 67-5242(3)(c), the Administrator will also provide an            

opportunity for public testimony at the April 9, 2020 hearing. Any person planning to testify will                

be treated as a public witness, with their rights and status in this matter as defined by IDAPA                  

04.11.01.355. The hearing officer may set time limits for public testimony if necessary. In              

addition, members of the public may file written comments with the Idaho Department of Lands               

as set forth above. Filing written comments is not required for a person to testify at the hearing                  

as a public witness​. 

The hearing location meets the accessibility requirements of the Americans with           

Disabilities Act ("ADA"), in accordance with IDAPA 04.11.01​.551. ​If a person requires            

assistance of the kind the agency is required to provide under the ADA in order to participate in                  

or understand the hearing, the agency will supply the assistance upon request.
